Sir :—Owing to a change in the fiscal year as enacted by the last 
General Assembly, fixing June 30th as the end of the year, it is neces- 
sary to make this report covering a period of nineteen months instead 
of two years, as formerly. The Board of Directors of the State Hospital 
at Morganton herewith enclose to Your Excellency, in accordance with 
the law, its report for that period, with documents and tabulated 
statements showing the condition and accomplishments of the institution 
during the period under consideration. The report of the Superin- 
tendent to the Board of Directors covering the past nineteen months is, 
as usual, very complete in all matters. We therefore refer you to the 
enclosed report for further information. 

We have admitted 212 men and 328 women, or a total of 540 patients. 
We have a recovery rate of 24 per cent and a death rate of 4.8 per 
cent, which, by comparison with similar institutions, is gratifyingly 
low. The Superintendent has presented his various needs to the Budget 
Commission after careful consideration of the same by the Board of 
Directors. We want to especially commend Your Excellency for the 
distinct advancement in the Medical Department, made possible by the 
appointment of nineteen eminent medical men as a visiting staff. It 
is a source of great benefit and pleasure for Dr. McCampbell and his 
staff to know that they have these specialists at their command, and 
they have shown an eager willingness to serve and to answer all calls. 

It is a pleasure to conclude this report with a reference to the ability 
of our Superintendent and entire Medical Staff, and also to the loyalty 
of all the employees (with special reference to F. M. Scroggs, Steward, 
who has grown old in the service). | 

The Board of Directors and officers of the institution are looking 
forward. to a visit from Your Excellency at any time that may suit 
your convenience.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 


Lapy AND GENTLEMEN :—Owing to a change in the fiseal year as en- 
acted by the last General Assembly, fixing June 30th as the end of the 
year, it 1s necessary to make this report covering a period of nineteen 
mouths instead of two years as formerly, and consequently the statistical 
tables accompanying may cause some confusion unless that fact is borne 
in mind. 

During the period above mentioned we have admitted 212 men and 328 
women, or a total of 540 patients. Fifty men and 82 women have been 
discharged as recovered, making the recovery rate, based upon admis- 
sions, 23.6 per cent for men and 25 per cent for women. Seventy-seven 
men and 84 women died. The death rate for the past year has been 
4.8 per cent of all those under treatment, which by comparison with 
previous years and similar institutions is gratifyingly low. The re- 
covery rate of 24 per cent by similar comparison makes a favorable 
showing. : 

The general health of the patients has been good, no serious epidemic 
having occurred. , 

Dr. R. H. Long was appointed assistant physician September 17, 
1921, and Dr. W. E. Futrell on October 3, 1921. This brings our staff 
to four assistants, and we are now able to do much better work in that 
department. Daily staff meetings are held, at which all cases are pre- 
sented for study and diagnosis. Complete histories are taken and re- 
corded in each case. The uniform classification and records recom- 
mended by the National Committee for Mental Hygiene and adopted 
by the American Psychiatric Association are in use. Complete physical 
and mental examinations are made soon after admission, and blood 
Wassermanns by the State Laboratory of Hygiene. All patients are 
vaccinated against smallpox, and typhoid vaccine is given. The greatest 
and most noticeable advancement in the Medical Department was made 
when Governor Morrison appointed nineteen eminent specialists to our 
visiting staff. These appointees are as follows:

These physicians have shown unvarying willingness to serve the hos- 
pital, giving liberally of their valuable time and responding promptly 
to all calls. This enables the hospital to meet the demands for treat- 
ment in these various specialties, whereas otherwise it would be impos- 
sible to maintain this amount of talent on a resident staff. 


We are applying occupational therapy in an extensive way, stressing 
useful and productive occupation where such is practicable. The arts 
and crafts are used with selected and suitable cases. This important 
department cannot be conducted to the best advantage without a special 
building for the purpose, since the wards do not permit opportunity for 
intensive or systematic efforts. I have in previous reports recommended 
a building specially adopted to this work, and here repeat my recom- 
mendation. 

The training school for nurses is still in operation, but we are much 
handicapped in this respect owing to a decided scarcity of applicants 
for training. At no time during the past five years have we had a suf- 
ficiency of nurses and attendants. At the present time the deficiency 
amounts to 20 per cent of a complete corps. 

There has been a very great demand for the admission of patients, 
due to the undoubted increase in the occurrence of mental disorders and 
also an increased tendency to commit those showing slight deviation in 
conduct. We have been compelled to reject 154 patients during the 
past year owing to lack of room. 

The additions and improvements under way at present comprise a 
reception building for men with a capacity of 110 beds, a dormitory 
for men with a capacity of 80 beds, a staff house for the accommodation 
of medical officers and their families, and a new kitchen. These several 
buildings are about completed and probably will be ready for occupancy 
within the next thirty days. 

Plans for a complete refrigerating plant as approved by the building 
committee are in the hands of the engineers, and will be ready for bids 
at an early date. After the completion of the foregoing building there 
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will be remaining about $140,000 of the appropriation previously made 
for improvements. This sum or a part of it should be used for a build- 
ing for women. 

The Grinnell Company is at present installing a sprinkler system in 
the boilershouse, storehouse, and laundry, and extending the water mains 
and placing fire hydrants at the dairy barn, North Colony, Caldwell 
Colony, and Sawyer Colony. This sprinkler system should be extended 
through the attics of all the old buildings, and an appropriation for 
this purpose should be requested of the next Legislature. 

I desire to call your attention to certain much needed improvements 
and enlargements. The crying demand for admission is ever present 
and distressing in the extreme, and in order to relieve the situation to 
some extent additional buildings should be erected, one for women and 
one for men, these to have a capacity of one hundred beds each, and the 
two will cost $200,000. The heating and power equipment designed and 
installed twenty-five to forty years ago is practically obsolete, and I 
have had a survey and report of this equipment made by Wiley & Wil- 
son, Consulting Engineers of Lynchburg, Va., and they make recom- 
mendations involving an expenditure for the purpose of $215,000. Their 
report is attached hereto and clearly shows the need of this improve- 
ment. 

Our present rate of $241 per capita cost of maintenance will require 
an annual appropriation of $454,000 to take care of our present and 
soon to be added population. Thus we will need for maintenance $454,- 
000 annually and for permanent improvements and additions $415,000, 
which will probably take care of the urgent needs for the immediate 
future. 

- The appended statistical tables, together with the financial statements 
and reports of various departments, convey the customary information, 
and will not be further discussed here. 

In conclusion, I desire to express due appreciation of the loyalty and 
diligence on the part of officers and employees, and sincerely thank 
the members of the Board of Directors for their constant interest, wise 
cuidance and support in the management of the institution.

REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS ON MECHANICAL 
EQUIPMENT, ETC. 


Dr. JOHN MCCAMPBELL, Superintendent Re: State Hospital, Morganton, 
State Hospital, N. ©. Report covering Mechanical 
Morganton, N. C. Equipment and Recommendations 
leds Improvements to Same. 
Dear Dr. MCCAMPBELL: 


In accordance with your request, we have made a careful examination of 
the mechanical equipment at the State Hospital, Morganton, N. C., including 
the following main features: 

First, boiler plants and equipments; second, heating systems and connect- 
ing pipes in buildings; third, electric generating and distributing system, 
with a view to determining their general condition, possibility of enlarge- 
ments to take care of buildings now nearing completion and buildings to be 
erected for which contracts have been awarded. We have also looked into 
the character of your present mechanical equipment, from an operating 
standpoint, both as to economy and reliability of service, and beg to report 
as follows: 

In a general way, we might say that your boiler plant and related mechan- 
ical equipment consists of an accumulation of apparatus through many years 
of development, and, as might be expected, much of the equipment is obsolete 
in design, insufficient in capacity, and uneconomical in operation. There is 
also danger of failure to perform the service for which it is intended at any 
moment, which failure might produce very serious inconvenience. 


The boiler plants and much of the other equipment have grown to be 
complicated through the years, and is so circumscribed at certain points, so 
far as enlargements are concerned, that it would be unwise to make any 
considerable expenditures for betterments without first developing a general 
plan for reconstructing and coérdinating the entire equipment along more 
modern and economical lines and along lines which will provide for future 
extension when needed. In this way, all future expenditures will become 
permanent investments, and all work done will be progress made towards a 
permanent mechanical equipment suited to the present and future needs of 
the institution. 

A reconstruction of the present equipment is rapidly becoming necessary 
in order to provide anything like a reliable service, and the simplified mainte- 
nance and better economy of a properly arranged plant will justify the 
expenditures necessary to secure the needed improvements. 

Additional boiler capacity should be provided for heating buildings now 
under construction and future buildings to be construed, and we would 
recommend that the general improvements be started with a new _ Doiler 
house and smokestack located at a suitable point and provided with fuel 
Storage bins of suitable capacity to take care of the needs of the entire 
institution. In connection with the new boiler plant, new pump and engine 
rooms should be constructed, so as to consolidate all of the equipment in 
one building. 

We recommend your re-using, in the revised plant, all of the present 
equipment and materials that are in good condition and of suitable type for 
the service, and the abandonment of all obsolete and worn-out equipment. 


In working out these improvements, we recommend a consolidation of 
steam-generating equipment, steam-using equipment (such as engines, pumps, 
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etc.) in the new powerhouse, for convenience in handling, to simplify pipe 
connections and to reduce steam- condensing surface and consequent heat 
losses. 

We give below an outline of the type and condition of the various present 
equipment, together with our recommendations concerning each, as follows 


PRESENT BOILER PLANTS 


This institution has two separate boiler plants, one in the rear of the main 
center building, which we will designate Plant No. 1; the other at the west 
end of main group, which we will designate Plant No 

Plant No. 1 is equipped with three 150-horsepower return tubular boilers 
sppreximateiy sixieen years old and one 80-horsepower return tubular boiler 
approximately thirty years old. The three 150-horsepower boilers were 
originally built for a pressure of 125 pounds, and are in fairly good condition: 
the S0-horsepower boiler has not been operated for a number of years, and 
is, on account of its age, not to be relied upon. The three large boilers 
furnish steam for operating the electric light engines, fire pump and for 
heating water for domestic purposes for the center and east groups, and 
also steam for heating these groups. This plant is very close to the rear 
of the main center building, and has buildings in close proximity on three 
sides. The present brick stack is too small to furnish sufficient draft for 
the operation of the boilers, and it is necessary to operate a forced draft 
fan to give the necessary air for the combustion of fuel under these boilers. 

The location of this boiler plant is very dangerous, from a fire standpoint : 
also, makes a lot of dirt and dust, which enters the surrounding buildings, 
and is poorly arranged from an operating standpoint, with very little 
available space for enlargements to take care of future needs. 

Boiler Plant No. 2, located at the west end of the main group, is equipped 
with three 80-horsepower return tubular boilers, installed in 1901, which 
makes them over twenty years old, and on which the allowable working 
pressure has been reduced from 110 pounds to 100 pounds. These boilers 
have served approximately the regular life of a return tubular boiler, and 
will no doubt have to be replaced at an early date. The plant furnishes 
steam for laundry and for heating, and domestic hot water for the laundry 
and west group. 

Since the cost of resetting and connecting up boilers is a large percentage 
of their total cost, we would not recommend the reinstallation of any of 
these boilers in the new plant, unless absolutely necessary, since the life of the 
best of these boilers would not be more than six or eight years, and all of 
the old boilers could be sold to parties desiring boilers for temporary use, 

The two plants are located approximately 900 feet apart, and it is neces- 
sary to operate both plants during the entire year, to furnish steam for the 
different equipments to which they are connected. The chimney for boiler 
Plant No. 1 is too small, and the location is very dangerous from a fire 
standpoint, and has many other objections, as noted above. Plant No. 2 is 
not properly located for an economical distribution of steam to the entire 
institution and is not arranged for enlargement sufficient to take care of 
the institution. 

We, therefore, recommend the construction of a new boiler house and 
chimney, located near the center of gravity of the heating load and at suffi- 
cient distance from the buildings to make it safe from a fire standpoint and 
to prevent the objectionable dirt, dust, etc., from ashes and fuel being carried 
into the buildings. This boiler house would form the first division of a 
modern power house, and of sufficient size to take care of present needs and 
possible future needs of the institution for some years to come. 

In the new boiler house, we would recommend the installation of a suffi- 
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cient number of new boilers to take care of all present demands, including 
buildings under construction and contracted for, and to have at least one 
spare unit, so as to permit of cleaning and repairs. 


Pump RooM 


Adjoining the new boiler room, we would recommend the provision of a 
pump room suitable for housing the boiler feed pumps and heaters, fire 
pump, also domestic hot water heaters and other pump room equipment. 


ELECTRIC GENERATING EQUIPMENT 


The present electric generating equipment consists of two 30 kw., 125 volt, 
direct current generators, direct connected to vertical marine ‘type engines, 
and one 75 kw. direct current generator, direct connected to a horizontal high- 
speed steam engine. 


The two small 30 kw. egine generator sets have been in service for over 
twenty-five years, and are in very bad condition. They are obsolete in design, 
besides being very uneconomical and requiring constant attention to keep 
them running. 

The large 75 kw. engine generating set is of very good type, and could be 
put in good running condition. It is very unfortunate that the generator is 
of direct current type, as nothing but alternating current can be economically 
distributed and handled where the distribution extends over any considerable 
distance. The distribution of current at 125 volts over such distances involves 
the use of very large copper conductors, and even then it is practically impos- 
sible to secure uniform voltages throughout the system. In order to take 
care of some buildings at a considerable distance from the power house, this 
institution has a motor generator set of 10 kw. capacity to furnish alter- 
nating current, which is stepped up to a higher voltage for distribution. 
This was required in order to give proper voltage at these remote buildings. 

Practically all electric light plants are now being built for alternating 
current, and we doubt very seriously the wisdom of continuing the use of 
direct current in the reconstruction of this plant in order to utilize this one 
usable generating unit. 


It is true that all of the present motors are of direct current type, and 
those that are retained would have to be ultimately changed to alternating 
current, if alternating current is adopted for the new plant: but, since the 
motor capacity is not very great, we do not believe that this would be a 
serious objection. A change to alternating current would make it possible 
to use power from the City of Morganton or from any commercial distribut- 
ing lines, and this is a great advantage in cases of emergency. 

The upkeep on direct current motors is a considerable item as compared 
with alternating current motors. 


Viewing the matter from the standpoint of ultimate economy and service, 
we would recommend the installation of two new engine-driven generators 
of from 100 kw. to 150 kw. capacity, with proper switchboard equipment for 
parallel operation when desired, these to generate alternating current at 
suitable voltage, this current to be stepped down by transformers located at 
convenient points in the distributing system. 

These generators and switchboard equipments should be located in a new 
engine room adjoining the pump room and forming a division of the new 
power plant building. 

The electric distributing lines and connections should be revised so far as 


necessary to utilize alternating current, and transformers should be provided 
and installed for power and lighting purposes. 
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HEATING EQUIPMENTS 


Practically all of the buildings at this institution are heated by direct 
and direct-indirect radiators, all of which radiators are connected to an 
old-type two-pipe system, without any means for uniform distribution of 
the heat and no traps on the return lines or drips. All of the drips and 
return lines run back to hot wells, and there is no means of telling how 
much steam is being wasted through these hot wells; but, from observation, 
we should say it would amount to a considerable item in your fuel Dill. 

The heating load on the mains has been gradually increased, until it 
requires unnecessarily high pressure to get the heat to the buildings on the 
ends of the mains, and no provision is made for utilizing the exhaust steam 
from the engines operating the lighting system, except by a small feed water 
heater, which uses a very small percentage of exhaust steam. Practically 
the entire system of piping and valves on the steam heating equipment is 
of a type used fifteen to twenty years ago, which is neither economical nor 
satisfactory from an operating standpoint. 

A number of the high-pressure and low-pressure pipes carrying steam are 
uncovered, and this causes an excessive loss of heat, which represents an 
actual fuel loss for the heating pipes in the winter time and for the high- 
pressure pipes for the entire year. 

In view of the above findings, we would recommend the remodeling of the 
piping for the heating equipment in your buildings, to give a modern and 
economical heating system, in which would be utilized the exhaust steam 
from the engines operating your electric iight plant and the engines operating 
the other mechanical equipment during the winter months, and this exhaust 
steam would be used in the summer time for heating domestic water for 
bathing, ete., also the water required for laundry. In an institution of this 
kind and size, the quantity of water required to be heated would use prac- 
tically all of the exhaust steam from your engines during much of the time. 

In order to do the above remodeling, it will be necessary to install a 
considerable quantity of new piping, pipe covering (for present and new pipe 
lines) and traps on radiators, drip points, etc. The economies resulting from 
these changes will pay handsomely on the cost of the investment. 

If the above recommendations are carried out in the proper manner, so 
as to obtain maximum economy of operation as well as a simplification in 
administration, there would, we feel sure, be a saving in fuel alone ranging 
from 1,500 tons to 2,500 tons per annum, based on your present lighting, 
heating and power loads, to say nothing of the much more satisfactory 
results obtained in connection with the operation of your boiler plant, electric 
lighting plant, heating system and hot water heating equipment. In addition 
to the above saving in fuel, some of the men now required for operating your 
No. 2 boiler plant could be dispensed with. 

The question of buying electric current and discontinuing your electric 
plant will probably be considered, and in this connection you have the 
following facts: 

Steam for your laundry, cooking, and heating of domestic and laundry 
water is required practically the entire year, and this will necessitate the 
operation of your steam boilers for twelve months in the ‘year. For seven 
months heat is required in your buildings, and if the exhaust from your 
engines driving the electric generators is used, your electricity will be a 
by-product, since the loss in passing steam through an engine to generate 
electricity amounts to only about 7 per cent of its available heat, the only 
charge you have for electricity is 7 per cent of your fuel used to generate 
steam for the engines plus interest and depreciation on your generating 
equipment. The same is true to a large extent in the summer months, if 
proper provision is made for utilizing the exhaust steam to heat water for 


domestic and laundry purposes. 
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In addition to the above, by having your boilers and electric generating 
units properly installed in duplicate, you are insured against shut-downs to 
the greatest possible extent; whereas, electricity for lighting and power from 
any outside source is subject to frequent interruptions—in the summer from 
lightning, ete., and from sleet in the winter. The duration of these shut- 
downs is often of such length that it would not only be dangerous in an 
institution of this kind, but might cause fatal results to the staff, attendants 
and inmates. 

We give below the estimated cost of the various improvements and addi- 
tions to equipments covered by our recommendations above. These figures 
are based on present prices of equipment, labor and materials, according to 
prices obtained on similar work for other institutions during the current 
year: 


A new power house building, consisting of boiler room, 

fuel bins, pump room, engine room and chimney, 

as outlined above, would cost approximately______ $55,000.00 
The new boilers, set up complete, including pipe con- 

nections of sufficient capacity for your entire insti- 

tution as outlined above, would cost approximately 50,000.00 
The new engines, generators, switechoard and dis- 

tributing system, including some underground wir- 

ing, would cost approximately = see 35,000.00 
The revision of the heating system. domestic hot water 

heating and distributing system, feed water heater, 

grease extractors and changes in high pressure 

steam piping, also pipe covering, would cost ap- 


proximately: .._ 250.2 AU sgl ees 50,000.00 
Miscellaneous items and expenses not included in the 
above, would ‘cost approximately. aeeese 25,000.00 


This would make the total cost of the improvements and additions 
$215,000.00, and would give you a modern and economical heating, lighting 
and power plant. We believe that the saving resulting from the above would 
pay well on the investments besides giving much more satisfactory operating 
results. 

If more detailed figures are required by you or your committee for the 
consideration of this subject, we will be glad to furnish same promptly.
